I TEST THE 


ELLIS VOTING 1C1E 


Ithe Ellis ballot machme Is to ba given 


a test 'at Monday's election, by consent of 
the City Council. The machine was set 
up yesterday in the City Hall, ground 
floor entrance, where it may be conveni- 
ently foufnd by the voters ajfter they have 
passed out of the (regular booth. 
The 


m/adhine is about three feet long and lies 
horizontal. A voter passes Into the ma- 
chine booth, through a swinging- gate. 
He finds hanging before htai a hand In- 
strument with which he readily puts 
down the numbered keys opposite his can- 
didates' names. He thim passes out the 
same way 'he enteired, and at die same in- 
stant the machine1 counts for each name 
opposite which a key was depressed. By 
this arrangement a voter may correct any 
mistake ho may make, -by raising the key 
wrongly put down and pressing another. 
Voters by selectlnc their numbers before 
entering the 'boath can vote Mon'day's 
ticket by the- machine at ithe rate of two 
a minute.

The Kills machine la 'She one which 


prints the resailt of the .election mitfcha.n- 
icnilly, immediately upon the close of the 
polls. By. a clever arrangement, the clos- 
ing of the lid of the machine throws the 
ballot sheet upon the type-facod counting 
wheels, and through inking ribbons prints 
the result of the election directly upion 
the ballot .that guides the voter In press- 
Ing the keys. The vote for each <a,ndi- 
da/te is indelibly embossed irjto the sheet, 
arad all within the ira;bti'on o£ a minute 
a'Cter the polls close.

and taxpayers of. this city -in regard to 
what I considered" an important im- 
provement to East Oakland.

We do all of the business of the 
tanners', and I have no doubt that we 
will get all the business of the cotton 
mills as soon as the bridges are fin- 
ished. There will be an -appropriation 
asked for so that we may ply in Uhe 
v.-ater day and night. 
"I have mace, according to The En-

In passing the bridges 
the vessels can be attached to a cable
